AGREEMENT 
BETWEEN 

THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 

AND 

THE GOVERNMENT OF IRELAND 
ON TECHNICAL CO-OPERATION IN CIVIL AVUTION MATTERS 



The Government of the United States of America and the Government of Ireland, hereinafter 
referred to as the Parties; 

Desiring to encourage the development of civil aeronautics and safety of air commerce between 
the United States and Ireland; and 

Rea^sing that the Fedeial Aviation Administration (FAA) of the Department of Transportation 
of the United States of Amaica and the Irish Aviaticm Authority (lAA) have as a common purpose 
the promotion and development of technical co-operation in civil aviation; and 

Considering that the FAA is authorised to develop, modify, test, and evaluate systems, procedures, 
ihcihties aiKl devices to meet the needs for safe and efficient systems in civil aviation and to enter 
into co-operative agreements to achieve this objective; and 

Considering that the lAA is authorised to undertake research and development relating to the 
functicaLs of the Authority, and to participate with others, includii^ governments of other states, 
in such activities. 



Agree as follows:- 



ARTICLE 1 



Purpose OF AGREEMENT 

Hiis Agreoneat establishes the tarns and conditifflis for mutual co-operation in the promotion and 
development of civil aviation. 

For this purpose the Parties may, subject to the availability of funds and necessary resources, 
provide persoimel, resources Mid related services to co-operate to the extent called for in the 
annexes and appendices to this Agreement. 

This objective may be achieved by co-operation in any of the following areas: 

• Hie exidiange of infomaatioi regarding programmes and projects, research results 
or publications. 

• The execution of joint analyses, 

• Tbe co-ordinatioa of research and development programmes and projects and their 
executi(m based on shared effort. 

• The exchange of scientific and technical staff. 

• The exchange of specific equipment and systems for research activities and 
compatibility studies. 

• The joint organisation of symposia or conferences. 

• Reciprocal consultations with the aim of establishing concerted action in 
appropriate international bodies. 

The Auth^ities responsible for implementing this Agreement (hereinafter, the implementing 
Authorities) shall be the FAA, for the Government of tlie United States of America, and the 
lAA, for the Government of Ireland. 

ARTICLE 2 

IMPLEMENTATION 

This Agreement shall be implemented through technical annexes and appendices, which, shall 
team part of this Agreement when mutually agreed in writing and signed by both implementing 
authorities. 



The Parties acting through the implementing authorities shall meet periodically to discuss 
pn:^X)sals tor new ccH^mtive activities. A joint review of the status of ongoing activities, which 
are the subject of the annexes and appendices to this Agreement, shall be conducted at such 
intervals as mutually agreed by the implementing authorities.

Technical programme haisons for specific activities shall be estabhshed as indicated in the 
annexes and appendices to this Agreement. 



ARTICLE 3 

EXCHANGE OF PERSONML 

Tlie implementing authorities may exchange technical personnel as required to pursue the 
activities described in the annexes and appendices. All such exchanges shall be in accordance 
with the terms and conditions set forth in those annexes and appendices. Such personnel shall 
perform wwk as mutualfy agreed by the implementing authorities in the annexes and appendices. 
Such personnel may be bom either or both of the implementing authorities, supporting 
Government agencies, car contractors for either or both of the implementing authorities, as mutually 
agreed. 



ARTICLE 4 



EQUIPMENT AND LOAN ARRANGEMENTS 

Equipment may be lent pursuant to the teims and conditions as specified in the annexes and 
appendices of this Agreement. The following general provisions shall apply to all loans of 
equipment unless otherwise specified. 

• The lender shall, at the borrowers expense, transport any equipment to the borrower's 
designated location, identitying its value. 

• The bcffrower shall assume custodj' and possession of said equipment upon its delivery to 
the designated receivii^ point. 

• Upon ccmpMon of use or expiration or termination of the pertinent appendix or annex to 
the Agreement, the bwrDwer will return the equipment to the lender at the borrower's 
expense. The equipment shall rranain in the custody of the borrower until returned to the 
lender's designated receiving point. 

• The bonBwer shall be lespoosible for installing the equipment at the borrower's location. 

• The lender and the bonower shall co-operate in securing any export hcenses and other 
documents required for the shipment of the equipment. 

• The lenckr shall assist the boiTOW^ in locatii^ sources of supplies fcH' common items and 
parts peculiar which are not readily available to the borrower. 

• The bonower shaU place and instaU equipment in accordance with the agreed programme 
plan, as shown in the annex ca- appendix. 

• During the period of the loan the bonowa- shall operate and maintain equipment in proper 
ctmdition, ensure operabiUty of the equipment and permit inspection by the lender at any 
reasonable time. 

• 111 tlie evMit of loss or damage of any equipment lent under this Agreement and for wliich 
the borrower has assumed custody and possessicm, the borrower shall compensate the 
lender tor value (as identified by the lender) of items lost or damaged. 

• Any equipment exchanged under this Agreement shall be solely for research or 
developmental purposes and shall not be used in any way wiiatsoever for active civil 
aviation cm: other operational use. 

• .\ny transfers of technology, equipment or other items pursuant to this Agreement shall 
be subject to the apphcable laws and pohcies of the Parties. 



ARTICLE 5 



FUINDEVG 

Unless otterwise specified in the annexes a appendices, each Party shall assume the cost of work 
to be done by it, in accordance with specific tasks identified in the annexes and appendices. 

llie FM has assigned Number NAT- 1 -3 36 1 to identify this co-operative programme and shall 
be referenced in all correspondence related to this Agreement. 

ARTICLE 6 
RIGHTS 

Except as required by applicable law, none of the Parties or their implementing authorities shall 
release any informaticm ot material pertinent to the tasks, or related to the agreed programme, to 
third parties other than contractors or subcontractors engaged in the programme. 

ARTICLE 7 
LABILITY 

Specific provisions concerning claims and liability, contractu^, exchanges or attachm.ents of 
personnel, the loan of equipment or software, disclosure and use of information and third party 
sales and transfers shall be included in annexes and appendices as necessaiy. 



ARTICLE 8 
AMENDMENTS 

This Agreement may be amended by mutual consent of the Parties. The details of any such 
amendment shall be memoralized by written agreement signed by both Parties. 

The annexes and a{^3eodices may be amaided by mutual consent of the implementing authorities. 
The details of any such amendment shall be memorahzed by written agreement signed by botli 
implementing authorities. 



ARTICLE 9 



RESOLUTION OF DISAGREEMENTS 

My dis^reanait regarding the interpretation or the application of this Agreement or its annexes 
or appendices shall be resolved by consultation between the Parties or their implementing 
authorities, as appropriate, and shall not be referred to any international tribunal or third party for 
settlement. 



ARTICLE 10 

ENTRY INTO FORCE AND TERMINATION 

This Agreement shall enter into tbrce on the date of signature and shall remain in force until 
terminated. 

Either Party may notify the other Party that it is terminating the Agreement. Such notification 
shall be by way of diplomatic note and shall take effect sixty days (60) after its receipt by the other 
Party. Termination of this Agreement shall not affect existing obUgations of the Parties under 
.Articles 5, 6, 7, and 9. Each Party shall have one hundred and twenty days (1 20) to close out its 
activities following tennination of this AgreemHit or its annexes or appendices. Termination of 
this Agreement also shall terminate all annexes and app«Qdices subsequently concluded by the 
In^lementing Authorities pursuant to this Agreement. 

Either i[iq}lanenting authodfy may terminate the annexes or appendices to this Agreement at any 
time by providing sixty days (60) notice to the other implementing authority. 



SIGNATURE IN COUNTERPARTS 

To fecilitate execution, this Agreement or its annexes or appendices may be executed in as many 
counterparts as may be required. It shall not be necessary that the signature of ot on behalf of each 
Party wppesr oa each counteipart, but it shall be sulficient that the signature of ca- on behalf of each 
Party appear on one or more of the counterparts. All counterparts shall collectively constitute a 
single agreement.
